Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendments filed 01/29/04, 
06/24/2005, and 08/06/2005. An IDS was filed on 01/29/204. 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 21-31 in the reply filed on 
09/28/2005 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-20, 32-41 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 09/28/2005. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-31 are allowed. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

The closest prior art is that of WO031 01201 which co-administers autologous 
bone marrow cells and an angiogenic factor such as RGTA. The publication date of this 
document is 1 1-2003 however, and does not predate the effective filing date of 09-1998. 
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Other articles of interest are: Hamano et al which discloses implantation for 
autologous bone marrow for therapeutic angiogenesis. Kamihata et al is also cited for 
its use of implanting mononuclear cells into ischemic myocardium.
